To tbe Send Fui! 


The bottom of a portion of the town 
of Plains, about four miles from VVil- 
kesbarre, dropped Friday, and with it 
went three single houses and a double 
block, causing consternation among the 
tenants and excitement in the town. 
The settling, it is thought, is not yet 
at an end. 


For a week past premonitory signs 
of the cave-in have been noticed by ex- 
perienced miners and one of them made 
it his business to warn the inhabitants 
« 


of these houses to keep low fires in their 
stoves and make preparation to take 
a drop down. 
They concerned them- 
selves but little, as cave-ins are of com- 
mon occurrence in this region, and, 
while the women of the houses were 
preparing their noon-day meal, th6 
earth began to settle and in a few mo- 
ments the houses were almost standing 
on ends. 
The fires in the stoves wfere 
quickly extinguished. 
The danger now 
lies in an extension of the cave-in, 
which is altogether probable from pres- 
ent indications. 


A few feet from the scene of the dis- 
aster and in a direct line with it is the 
cemetery and grave fears are entertain- 
ed that this will yield to the pressure 
of the squeeze. 
The earth is working 
in that direction. 
The Catholic church 
and parsonage that were wrecked a lew 
weeks ago by a cave-in are within a 
short distance of the scene. 
These 
cave-ins are caused by the extravagant 
robbing of pillars m the mines. 


Boston was visited at an early hour 
Sunday morning by one of the most 
disastrous fires, in point of loss of life, 
that it has experienced for years. 
Ten 
persons quickly burned to death, three 
others were fatally injured and six more 
seriously, if not fatally, hurt, summar- 
izes the story. 
The fire originated in 
a small two and a half story brick 
house on North street, the centre of the 
foreign tenement district of the city. 
The lower floor of the building was oc- 
cupied by Maurice Rubern, a Jew, 
dealer in second-hand clothing. 
The 
other floors were used as an 
Italian 
lodging house, and into the small, 
close rooms the poor wretches were 
herded like so many animals. 
The 
fire started in Rubern's store and was 
of incendiary origin.

Britain of which we have any very accur- 
ate description is the oae of the year 
1510. The disease traveled from Malta 
and infested first Sicily,then Italy, Spaia 
and Portugal, whea it crossed the Alps 
into Hungary and Germany, reaching as 
far as the Baltic Sea aad extending 
theace westward into France aad the 
British Isles. 


Its tract exteaded over entire Europe 


from the southeast to the northwest, and 
it is claimed that not a single family es- 
caped its ravages. Its symptoms were 


. similar to those witnessed to-day, viz.. 


'Teat pain in tht head, difficulty breath- 
ins, stnpor.loss of strength and appetite, 
nervousness and retchings from a violent 
tearing cough. During this epidemic 
noae died except children. In 1557 
there occurred an epidemic which started 
westward from Asia aad spread over en- 
tire Europe; it then crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean and appeared in America, the af- 
fectioa occurriag ia Englaad after aa 
unusually rainy season. 
The attack w;ii> 


characterized by catarrhal aifectioas of 
. the pulmonary and abdominal mucous 
membranes, sneezing and coughing, dif- 
ficulty of breathing, wit a fever, asd pains 
which were usually referred to the sides. 
"The entire populatioa of ZSisines fell ill 
of it on the same day. 
This epidemic 


was an extremely fatal one. 
Ia the 


small town of Maatua Carpentaria, which 
is near Madrid, the disease broke out iis 
the middle of August and 2000 persons, 
who were bled and purged—the prevail- 
ing' treatment at that time—all disci. 
In 


155S, in Delft, the disease carried off 
.5000 of the poor. 


A very great epidemic of innuenza oc- 


curred in 15SO. From Constantinople 
rnd Venice it overran Hungary and Gcr- 
aiany and reached the furthest regions of 
Xor«vay, Swedeu aad Russia. It ex- 
tended into England and prevailed dur- 
ing August and September there; about 
the same time ia Italy, and the entire 
summer ia Spain. Its average duration 
c-lsev.-here was about six: weeks. 


Dr. Short, a writer of that period, 


states that -'few died except tho«; thai 
were let blood of or had unsound vis- 
sera."'

Ro:ne. according to Dr. Short, but we

are best for fattening are not also best 
for manure making. Corn is an excellent 
food for making fat, but it does not make 
rich manure, 'it is mainly starch or car- 
bou, which for plants is mostly furnished 
by the carbonic acid of the air. 
Wheat 
bran is excellent for making growth,and if 
fed to animals that have coiupleted their 
growth, will give most of its phosphate 
to the manure pile.

nese that beef does in the American gas- 
tronomy.

rates that it is consumed by the poor as 
well as the 
rich. 
I had to 
pay three 
j)rices for everything which I bought in 
North China, says Frank Carpenter in the 
American Af^ncultimst^

even .at this 
rate tho ducks which were laid in for our 
table on our trij) up the Peiho River cost 
us but six cents apiece, and wc got geese 
knd chickens at the same rate. 


Duck and goose farming are great in- 
dustries in South China. 
I saw

boats at Canton upon some of which lived 
as many as two thousand birds. 
These 
birds were of all ages and sizes, from half 
to full grown, j^nd I consider them one of 
the most wonderful things in tho land of 
the Celestials. 
The owners of the boats

herders row or scull the boats along tho 
low banks of the rivers and creeks, aud 
stop from time to time to let the ducks 
crawl out upon the marshy lands, where 
fchcy are expected to get their living by 
digging in tho mud with their bills for 
worms aud snails.

educational 
institutions. 
They have been 
com- 
mended by leading editors and writers, 
and there is 
nothing against 
their 
ado])tion except the disinclination to 
change. 
Yet their use would in a few 
months become so habitual that every- 
one would wonder why they had not 
been adoi)ted sooner. 


It is proposed that these rules shall 
bo adopted in the newK])apers of the 
country at an early date. Avhen the 
eyes of reading people would toon be- 
come educated to the new appearance 
of the words, and whence their use 
would quickly extend to our books. 
This would be in the direction of the 
injunction of Noah Webster, that "the 
tendency of our language toward sim- 
l)licity should be sedulously encour- 
aged." 
The sooner they are adopted 
the better.—Chicago
